er at declaration the President justified, and 
in effect advised, an appeal. from the constitu. 
tional tribunals of the country to a poputar judg- 
ment in the aggrieved Btates, and recognized the 
right of those States, upon such popular jidg- 
ment, to destroy the Constitution and the Union, 
The “constitutional means” of redress were the 
courts of the country, and to these the President 
must bave reierred in the paragraph quoted. 
After an appeal to the courts, aud a decision upou 
the questions presented, it would have been the 
plain duty of the parties to accept the decision as 
authoritative and final. By the advice of the 
President, the 8iates of the South were to acorn 
the decision obtained by constitational means, In 
case it was favorable to them, and to disregard It, 
and to destroy both the Constitution and the Un- 
ion, ii it should prove to be adverse to the popu- 
lar opinion ip those Siates. 
It IS NOT IMPROBABLE 
that the Presideut’s language conveyed more than 
-his real meaning. He may have intended to 
affirm that if the free States should refuse to re- 
peal their obnoxious statutes after a final decision 
against their eoustitutionality, then the slave 
States would be justified in reyolutionary resist- 
ance. But be had no right to make such an argu- 
ment or suggest such an hypothesis, for never 1n 
the history of the Federal Government had the 
decision of the Supreme Judicial Tribunal been 
disobeyed or disregarded by any State 
or by any individual, The right 
of © “revolutionary resistance” was ot 
so foreign to the conception of the American citi- 
zen as to require suggestion and enforcement 
frem Mr. Buciianan. His argument in support of 
the right at that crisis was prejudicial to the 
Union and afforded a standing ground for many 
Southern men who were beginning to feel that 
the doctrine of secession was illogical, unsafe, 
untenable. Thevnow had the argumeniot a 
Northern President in justification of *‘revolu- 
tionary resistance.” Throughout the Souta the 
riglit of secession was abandoned by a large Class 
and the right of revolution substituted, 

Having made his argument in favor of the right 
ot Revolution,’ Mr. Buchanan proeeeded to ar- 
gue ably and earnestly against the assumption Dy 
any State of an inherent right to secede irom the 
government at its own will and pleasure. But he 
utterly destroyed the force of his reasoning by de- 
claring that “after much serious refleetion’ he 
had arrived at “the conclusion that no power has, 
been delegated to Congress, or to any other de- 
partment of the Federal Gevernment, to coerce a 
State into submission which is attempting to 
withdraw, or has actually withdrawn,” from the 
Union. He emphasized his position by further 
declaring that, *so far from this power having 
been delegated to Cougress, it was expressly re- 
fused by the convention which framea tne Cou- 
siitution.” Congress “possesses many means,”’ 
Mr. Buchanan added, “of preserving the Union by 
conciliation; but the sword was not piaced in 
their hands to preserve it by force.” 

THE FATAL ADMISSION 

was thus evolved from the*mind of the President, 
that any State which thought itself aggrieved and 
could not secure the concessions demanded,might 
bring the Government duwn in ruins. The

the Nation. The President apparently failea 
to see that if the Nation could not be preserved 
by force, its legal capacity for existence was de- 
pendent upon the concurring and continuing will 
of all the individual States. The original bona or 
union was, therefore, {Or the day only, and the 
oer of the Constitution which gave to the 

supreme Court jurisdiction in controversies pe- 
tween States wus binding no further than the 
States chose to accept the decisions of the Court, 

The difference between the President and the 
Secessionists of the South was a difference of 
opinion as to the time for action, and as to the 
name by whicli that action should be called. 

In principle there Was concurrence. The Pregi- 
dent insisted that the injured party should ap- 
peal to the aggressor, and thep to the ¢ourts, with 
the reserved right of revolution aiways in view 
and to be exercised if nellher the aggressor nor 
the courts furnished satisfactory redress. The 
President recognized the reserved right of revoiu- 
tion in the States, and it was a necessary incident 
of that right that each State might decide whey 
the right should be exercised. He suggested that, 
as justification of revolution, the Federal Govern- 
ment must be guilty of “a deliberate, palpable, 
and dangerous exercise” of powers not granted 
by the Constitution, quoting from the text of 
the State-rights  deciaration by  Vir- 

inja in 1798 But in all his arguments 
se left the State to be the ultimate judge of the 
constutionality of the acts of the Federal Goy- 
ernment. Under these doctrines the Government 
of the United States Was shorn of all power to 
presere its own existence, and the Union might 
crumble and fall while its constituted authorities 
stood paralyzed and impotent. 

This construction was all that the extremists of 
the South desired, With so much conceded, they 
had everything in their own hands. They could 
march outot the Union at their own will ana 
caprice, without resistance frem the national 
Government, and they could come back upon 
such conditions as, with the President's aid, they 
might extort from an alarmed and weakening 
North, Assured by the Janguage of the Pregi- 
dent that they could with impunity defy the con- 
Slitulional wulhority of the Government, the Se- 
cessionists were immeasurably encouraged. The 
Southern men had for three generations been 
cherishing the belief that they were as 
class superior to Northern men, and they were 
more than ever confirmed in this pleasing illusion 
when they saw a northern President, with the 
power of the nation in his hands, deliberately af- 
firming that he could exercise no authority over 
or aguinst them, 

Men who, under the wholesome restraint of ex. 
ecutive power, would have refrained from taking 
aggressive steps against the National Govern. 
ment, were by Mr. Buchanan's action foreed into 
& position of hostility. 

MEN LN THE SOUTH, 

who were disposed to dvoid extreme measures 

were by taunt and réproach driven into the ranks 

of Secession. They were made to béljeve, after 
the President's message, that the South would be

Jutige Black, who bad fromthe beginning of 
the Adiministratjon been Mr, Buchanan’s 
chief adviser. now became sv by rank as the 
sucesssor of Genera! Cass in the’ State Depart- 
ment. He was aman of remarkable character. 
He was endowed by nature with -a strong 
understanding aud a streng will. In the pro- 
henge. of the law be had attained great emi-

nende. Huis-learning had been illustrated by a 
proipnged service qn the bench before the age at 
whieh men, even of exceptional service at the bar 
usually aitract public observation. He had 
added to his professional studies, which were 
laborious and conscientious, a wide acquaintance 
witi) our literature, and had found in its walks a 
delight which is yielded to few. In history, bi- 
ography, criticism, romance, he had absorbed 
everything in our langauge worthy of attention. 
Snakespeare, Milton, indeed all the English poets, 
wer’ his familiar companions. There was not a 
disputed passige or an Obscure reading in an 
one Of the great plays upon which he could no 
off-hand quote the best. renderings, and throw 
original iiznt from bis own iliumiued mina. Up- 
op theology he hadapparentiy bestowed years of 
investigation. and reflection. A sincere Cnris- 
tian, be had been a devout and constant student 
of the Bible, and could quote its  pas- 
sazes and apply its teachings with singular 
readiness and felicity. To this generous store of 
knowledge he added fluency of speech, both in 
public address and private conversation, and a 
siyl of writing which was at once unigue, pow- 
erfal and atiractive, He had aitaived unto every 
exeellence of mental discipline described by 
Loid Bacon. Rexaing had made him a full man, 
talking a ready man, writing an exact man. The 
judicial literature of the Kuglish tongue may be 
sought ip vain for finer models chan are found in 
the opinions of Judve Black when he gat, and 
was worthy to sit, as the associate of Joln Bati- 
nisier Gibson, on the Supreme Bench of Penusyl- 
vanla. 

JUDGE BLACK. 
In political opinivi he Was a Democrat, self in- 
spired and self-taught, for his father wasa Whig 
who had served his State in Cougress. He idel- 
ized Jefferson and revered Jucksou as embodying 
iu their respective characters ail the elements of 
the soundest poljtical philosophy, and ail the 
requisites ct the highest poluical leadership. He 
believed in the priuciples of Demociacy as he did 
in a demonstration of Euchu—all that might be 
said on the other side Was necessarily absurd. He 
applied to his own political creed the literal 
teachings of the Bivle. [i Abraham, Isaae and 
Jacob had eld slaves without condemnation or 
rebuke from the Lord of hosts. he believed that 
Virginia, Carona aud Georgia migit 
do lhe same, le found iu the 
case of Onesimus, St. Paul’s explicit approval 
of the fugitive slave law of 1850, and in the cruel 
case Of Passmore Williamson be believed bhim- 
selfto be entorctug the dvctrines of the New 
Testament. Personally unwilling to hold evena 
beast of burden.in oppressive bondage, nothing 
could induce bim to condemn slave-holding in 
those Wiiose conscience permitted Liem >to prac- 
tice lt. In the Abolitionists he found the chief 
disturbers ot the Repnolic, and he heid New En- 
ghand answerable to puster;ty and to God for all 
tile heresies which afflicied eiiber Ghureh or 
state; He had an uncompromising hostility to 
what are tesmed New Envglind ideas, though the 
tenderest ties of his iite wereof New Eugland 
origin. “The New Eugiander individually I 
greally.affect,” Le often said, “but, in the mass, 1 
judge them to be stark mad.” ‘I think, too,” he 
would add, “that if youare going to muke much 
of» New Eugiander, he shouid, ike Dr, Joun- 
sen’s Scvtciiman, be cgught young.” 
To lus naiive State Judge Biack was devotedly 
atiachbed. He inherited the blood of two strong 
esements ot its populatiou—the German and the 
Scotch-lrish—and he united the best char iecteris- 
tics of both in his own person. He had 
alWays looked upon Pennsylvania as the guardian 
of the Federal Union, almo as the guarantor 
of its sulely and iis perpetuity. He spodce of her 
as the break-water tha! protected Lhe slave States 
from the waves of rudicaiisin whieh were threat- 
ening toenguif Southern instttu ious. The sue- 
cess of the pr pp aourg party in 1860 he regarded 
a8 a portent Of direst evil—itidecd, as & present 
disaster, immeasurably sorrowful. 
THE EXCITEMENT LN THE SOUTHERN STATES 
over the pic vuniiily of Mi. Lineciu’s election he 
considerve natural, thei: serious protest altogeth- 
er jusiifiebie.

an seb dy Mr. Buchanan with coarseness as 
well as viol , Senator Benjamin spoke of him 
as “a senile Executive undgr the sinister influ- 
ence of insane counsels.” This exhibition of ma- 
lignity towards the misguided President afforded 
to the North the most convincing and satisfactory 
proof that there had been a change for the better 
in the plans and purposes of the Administration. 
They realized that it must be a deep sense of im- 
pending danger which could separate Mr, Bu- 
chanan from hig political associations with the 
South, and they recognized in his position a sig- 
“nificant proof of the desperate determination to 
which the enemies of the Union had come, 
The stand taken by Judge Black and his loyal 
associates was ip the last days of December, 1860. 
The reorganization of the Cabinet came as a mat- 
ter of necessity. Mr. Jono B. Floyd resigned 
trom the War Department, making loud prociain- 
ation that his action was based on the President’s 
refusal to surrender the National forts in Oharles- 
ton Harbor to the Secession Government of South 
Carolina. This manifesto was not necessary to. 
establish Floyd’s treasonable intentions towards 
the Government; but, tu point of truth, the plea 
was undoubtedly a pretense to cover reasons of 
amore personal character which would at once 
deprive bim of Mr. Buchanan’s confidence, There 
had been irregularities in the War Department 
tending to compromise Mr. Floyd, for which he 
was alterwards indicted in the Distric: of Colum- 
bia. Mr. Floyd well Knew that the first Knowl- 
edge of these shortcomings would lead to his 
ismissal from the Cabinet. Whatever Mr, 
uchanan’s fauits as an executive may have been, 
his hovor in all transactions, both personal and 
public, was unquestionsble, and he was the last 
man to tolerate the slightest deviation from the 
path of rigid integrity.

Cobb had left the Treasury a few days before 
General Cass resigned from the Cavinet, and had 
gone to Georgia to stimulate ber laggard move- 
ments in the scheme of destroying the Govern- 
ment. His successor was Piiitp Fraucis Thomas 
of Maryland, who entered the Cabinet as a repre- 
sentative of the prinetples whose announcement 
had toreed General Cass to resign, The change 
of policy to which the President was now fuily 
committed, forged Mr. Thomas to retire after a 
mouth’s service, He frankly stated that he was 
unabie to agree with the President and his other 
advisers “in reference to Lhe coudition of things 
in South Carolina.” and therefore tendered his 
resiguauion. Mr. Thomas adhered to the Union, 
and always maintained au upright and honorable 
character; but bis course at that erisis deprived 
him subsequently of a seat in the United Siates 
Senate. thaugh at a later period*he served in the 
House as representative from Maryland. 
Mr. Cobb, Mr. Fioyd, and Mr. Thompson had 
all remained in the Cabinet after the Presidential 
election in November, in full sympathy, and so 
far as was possible in full co-operation, with 
the men in the South who were organtzing resist- 
anee to the authority of the Federal Government, 
Neither those gentiemen, nor any friead in their 
behaif, éver ventured to explain how, a8 sworn 
officers of the United States, they could 
remain at their posts consistently with 
the laws of hovor--iaws obligatory upon them noi 
Ouly as public officials who bad jtaken a solemn 
oath of fidelity to the Constitution, but also as 
private gentiemen, whose good faith was pledzed 
anew every hour they remiined in coutrol of the 
departments with whose administration they bad 
been intrusted. Their course is unfavorably con- 
trasted with that of many Southern men (of 
whom Gen. Lee and the two Jolinstons were con- 
spicuous examples), who refused to hold official 
positions underthe National Government a sia- 
gie day, after they had @etermined to take part in 
Lhe scheme of disunlon, 
By the reorganization of the Cabinet, the tone 
of Mr. Buehauau’s administration was radically 
chapged. Judge Black had used his influence 
with the President to secure trustworthy triends 
of the Union in every department. Edwin M. 
Stanton, Hitthe Known al the time to the public, 
but ef high standing in his protession, was ap- 
pointed Aitorney-General soon after Juage Black 
iook charge oO. the State Department. Judge 
Black had been associated wilh Stauton person- 
alty and professionally, and was desirous of his 
aid in the dangerous period througu which he 
was culled to serve. 
Joseph Holi, wiio, since the death of Aaron Y. 
Brown in 1859, had been Postimaster-Genersal, was 
now appointed Secretary of War, and Horatio 
King 0: Maive, lor many vears the upright first 
assistant, Was justiy promoted to the head of the 
Post Office Depuitmenot. Mr. Holt was the oniy 
Soutue:n mau left in the Cabinet. He Wasa na- 
tive of Kentucky, iong a resident of Mivsissippi, 
wiways identified witu the Democratic party, aud 
affiliated With its extreme Soutveru wing. With- 
Out 4 moment’s hesitation he now broke’ all the 
associations of a iifetime, aud stood by tiie Upion 
without quatifieation or coudition. His learning, 
his firmpess aud his ability were invaluable to b 
Mr. Buchanan in the closing days of his admin- 
istration. 
GEN. JOHN A. DIX OF NEW YORE 
was called to the tieud of the Treasury. He. was 
“a mati Of excellent ability, of wide experience in 
affairs, of spotiess character and a most zealous 
friend of the Union. He found the Treasury 
bankrupt, the discipiine of its officers in the 
South gone, ils orders disregarded in the States 
which were preparing for secession, He at onee 
imparted spiril and energy into the service—giv- 
ing to the administration of this department a 
olicy of pronounced loyalty to the Government. 
io act of his useilul and honorabie tife 
hag been so widely Known or _ will be 
so. long remembered as his dispatch to 
the Treasury agent at New Orleans to take 
possession of a revenue cuiler wiose commander 
Was suspected of disloyaity and of a design to 
transfer his yesseito the Conlederate service. 
Lord Nelson’s memorable order at Trafalgar was 
hot more inspiripg tothe British navy than was 
the order Of Gen. Dix to the American people, 
when, in the gloom of that depressing Winter, he 
telegraphed South Lis peremptory words: “If any 
man aitempts to haul dowu the Americau flag 
shoot him on {he spot.” ots 

Thus reeonstructed, the Cabinet asa whole was 
one of recognized power—marked by high per- 
sonal character, Dy Intellectual training, by expe- 
rience tn affairs, and by aptitude for the public 
service, There Dave been Cabiveis perhaps more 
widely Known for the possession of great quali- 
ties: but, if the history of successive Administra- 
tious from the origip of the Government be elose- 
ly studied, it will be found that tie re-organized 
Cabinet of President Buchanan must take rank 
as one of exceptional ability. 

For the remuliving two months of Mr. Buchan- 
an’s Administraiioa

wereinthe keeping of these constitutional ad- 
visers. If in any respect they failed to come 
to the standard of a loyalty that was 
quickened by subsequent developments, they 
no doubt fairly represented thegdemand of the 
Northern States at the time. There was every- 
where the inost earnest desire to avert a conflict 
and an unwillingness to recognize the’ possibility 
ot actual war. The majority of the Republican 
party in beth branches of Congress was not ad- 
yoeating a more decided or more aggressive 
course with the South, during the months of Jan- 
uary and February, than the Cabinet, with Judge 
Biack at its head, was pursuing. Tie time for 
execulive acts of amore pronounced character 
Was directly after the Presidential election, when 
the first s¥mpioms of resistance to national au- 
thority Were visible in the South. If the new Uab- 
inet bad been then in power, the history of the 
Civil revwlt might have been different. But the 
torge that will arrest tne first slow revulution of a 
Wheel cannot stund belore it when, by unchecked 
velocity, it bas acquired a destructive momentum. 
The measures which might have secured repres- 
siou in November would only have produced ex- 
pivsion in Jauuary. 

The change of position on the part of Mr. Bu- 
chakan wus not ieft to inference, or to the per- 
s0bal xesurance Of the loyal men who compesea 
his re-Orgauiged Cabinet, He annouveed it him- 
self in a speial message to Congress on the 8th of 
January, 1861. The tone was so different from the 
nessagxe oF December that if did not seem possible 
that Lhe two couid have been written by the same 
man, It was evident from mapy passages in the 
second message that he Was trying to reconeile it 
with the first, This wag the patural course sux- 
gested by the pride of one who overrated the Vir- 
tue Of Gonsisiency, The attempt was useless 
The North with unaffected satisfaction, the Seuth 
with unconcealed judignation, realized thai the 
Presiaent had entirely escaped from the infiu- 

‘ehees Wich dictated the first message. e now 
asser that, “as the Chief Executive under the 
Coustitution of the United States,” he had no al. 
ternative but “to collect the publie revenues, and 
to protect the public property. so far as this 
might be practicable under existing laws,”’ Ke- 
marking that his province "was to execute and 
not to Make, the laws,” he threw upon Congress 
the duty “of enlarging their provisions to meet 
exigencies as they moy occur.” He declared it as 
hisOwn conviction thal ‘the right and the duty to 
use military force defensively against those who 
foates the tal officers in the execution of their 
ae functions. and against those who assail the 
the prope of ederal Government, are 
Clear and undeniabie.” Coneeding so much the

THE passes DID Prats cetnt it! 
to fortify his own position al ¢ with 
great force. The sifuation had become so serious, 
aud had “assumed such vast and alarming pro- 
portions as to place the subject entirely 
above and beyond Exectitive con- 
trol.” He  theretore commended ‘tne 
question, in all its various bearings, to Con- 
gress, as the only trivunal possessive the power 

meet the existing exigency.” He reminded 

ngress that “to them belongs exclusively the 

wer to declare war, or to authorize the employ- 

nt of military force inall cases contemplated 
by the Constitution.’ Not abandoning the hope 
of an amicable adjustment, the President perti- 
nently informed Congress that “they alone possess 
the power to remove grievances Which might lead 
to war, and to secure peace and anion.” Asa 
basis of settlement he reeommended a forinal 
compromise by which “the North shall have the 
exclusive control of the territory above a cer- 
tain iine, aud Southern § institutions = shall 
have protection below that line.” This plan, 
he believed, “ought to receive Universal ap 
probation,” He maintained that on Congress, 
and “on Congress alone rests the respons! hipy,’’ 
As Coigress would certainly im a Tew days be 
under the control of the Republicans in both 
branuches—by the withdrawal of Senators and 
Kepresentatives fram the seceding Stules—Mr. 
Lbuchanan’s argument had a double force, Nat 
only was he vindicating tle position of the Ex- 
ecutive and throwing the weight of responsi- 
bility on the Jegislative depurtment of the Govy- 
ernment, but he Was protecting the position of 
the Democratic party by saying. in effect, that 
the President chosen by that pariy stood ready 
to approve and to execute any laws for the pro- 
tection of the Government and the saiety of the 
Union which a Repubiean Congress might enact. 

A certain significance attuchea to the date 
which tue President had selected -for commuui- 
cating his message to Congress, It Was tle 8th 
day of January, the anniversary of the battle of 
New Orieaus, Celebrated tiut year with euthusi- 
astic demonstration in honor of the memory of 
Andrew Jackson, Who had@,on a memorable oc- 
casion not unlike the present, sworn an emphatic 
oath that “tue Federal Union must and shal! be 
preserved.” There was aiso marked satisfaction 
throughout the leyal States with Mr. Buchan- 
ai’s assurance of the peace of the Distriet of 
Columbia ou the ensuing 4th of March, on 
the vecasion of Mr. Lincoln’s ipauguaration. He 
did not himself “share in the serious apprehen- 
sions that were entertained of disturbauce” on 
Lhat occasion,out he made this declaratiou,which 
Was received in gne North with hearty applause: 
“lu any event, it will be my duty to preserve the 
peace, and this duty shall be performed.” 

THE CHANGE OF SENTIMENT 

towards Mr. Buciuinan after the delivery of the 
special Message, Was as Marked ii the North as 
it Was in the South, though in the epposite direc- 
tion. it would uot be true to say that any thing 
like povularity attended the President in his new 
position; but the ehange of feellig was so preat 
that the Legislature of Massachusetts, on tie 
234 of January, 1861, adopted resvlutions ia 
wuich they deciared that tiey regurded “with 
uomiugled satisfaction tue determination evinced 
in tue recent firm and patriotic special message of 
ihe President of the United Stutes to amply and 
faithtully discharge his Constitutional duty of 
euforciug the laws, and preserving the integrity 
of the Union.” The Legislature “profiered to the 
President, through the Gyvernor of the Conmmon- 
wealth, such aid in men and money as he may re- 
quire tu maintatu the authoriiy of the Natioual 
Government.” These resolutions were forward- 
ed to Mr. Buchanan by Governer Auarew. They 
vere ouly One Of Maby tmanilesiations whieh the 
President received of approval of his course. 

The Massuchusetis Legislature was radically 
Republican in hoth Branches, and even in making 
a reference to “men aud money” as requisiie to 
maintain the Union, they had gone farther than 
the public seniiment at that tine approved, Co- 
ercive measures Were geverally condemned. <A 
few days aflerthe action of the Legislature, a 
large meeting of the people of Bosion, held in 
Faueuili Hall, declared that they “depended for 
the return of the seceding Stules, and the perma- 
went preservation of the Union, on conciilatory 
counsels, and a sense of Uie benefits which the 
Constitution confers On all the States, and net on 
mititary coercion.” They declared that they 
shiunk “with Lorror froin the thought of civil war 
between the North and tue Sveutl,.” 

IT MUST ALWAYS BE REMEMBERED 
that the disbelied In uflimMale seCession Was nearly 
uuiversal throughout the tree Siates. The people 
of Lhe North could not perstude themselyes tiat 
the proceedings In the Souihera States would 
lo anything more Serious thun 
demoistrations, which Would 
after coaxing and compromise, in 
a return tothe Union. But with this hope of final 
security there Was, on the part of the great mass 
of people in the iree States the gravest svulicitude 
througieout the Winter Of 1660-61, apd a restiess 
waillug and watching tor a selution of tue 
trouvles. Partisan leaders Were busy en boib 
sides seeKing for an advaniage that might sur- 
vive the pending trials. Northern Democrats in 
nany lastances sought to turn the @€casion to 
one of political advantage Dy polniing oui the fa- 
mentable condition to Which ablbi-eshivery agita- 
tion had brougnt the country. Tliis was paturaily 
auswered by Republicans with defiance, and with 


aun affected contempt and Carciessuess of What ihe 
Soutii might do. Much that Was wrilten and 
much that was spoken throughout the North dur- 
ing that winter, bow by Democrats aud Republie- 
aus, would have remahied UuWwril.enh ahd Uth- 
spoken ii they had realized the seriousuess aud 
maguitude of the impending Calamity. 


In a final analysis and irue estimate of Mr. Bu- 
chauan’s conduct ia toe first stages of the revolt, 
the condition of the popular mind as just deser:bed 
musi be taken into account. Tne same in- 
fluences and expectalious that wrought | 
upon the people were working also upon 
him. There were indeed two Mr. Buehahabs la 
the closing months of the administration. The 
first Was Mr. Buchanan of November and Decein- 
ber, angered by the decision of the Presidential 
electiudD and more than Wiliiug that the North, in- 
cluding his OWL State, siouid be disciplined by 
fright to more conservative Views and to a stricter 
observance Of What he considered solemn obliga- 
tious imposed Ly the Consiitution,. If the South- 
eru threat of resistance to the authority of the 
Uniou had gone no farther than this, Mr, bu- 
chauan would have been readily reconciled to its 
temporary violence, und would probably have 
considered il a haltional blessing in disgutse, The 
secoud was Mr, Buchanan of January aud Febru- 
ary, appalled by surrounding aud increasing 
perils, grieved by the conduct of Southern men 
whom ue had implicitly trusied, overwhelmed by 
the realization ot the evils which had ebyiousiy 
fuliowed his official deciarations, hoping earnestly 
ior the satety of the Ubion, and yet more dis- 
turbed aud hurrowed in bis mipd than the mass 
ot loyal people who did not stand so near ihe 
danger as he, or so accurately measure its alarm- 
ing growth, The President of December with 
Cobb and Flova and Thompsen in his Cabinet, 
and the President of January with Dix and ptan- 
ton and Holt for his councilors, were radically 
different men. No true estimate of Mr. Buchanau 
in ihe crisis of his public career can ever be reach- 
ed if this Vila! distinetion be overiooked, 

IT WAS MR. BUCHANAN’S MISFORTUNE 
to be called loact in au emergeney which 
mmanded Will, tortitude, aud moral courage. In 
these qualities he was deficient. He did not pos- 
Sess the executive faculty, His life had been 
principally devoted to the practice of law in we 
most peacelul of communities, aud to service in 
legislative bodies where hewas borne along by tie 
force of association. He bad not been iruined to 
prompt decision, bad not been accustomea to ex- 
ercise command. He was cautious and conserva- 
Live lo the point of timidity. He possessed ability 
of a high order, and, tuouuh he tio ght slowly, lie 
could Inaster the mosi difficult subjeet with evin- 
prehensive power, His service Of ten years in 
the House and an equal perivd in the Senate was 
marked by a conscientious devotion to duty. He 
did not rank with the ablest members of either 
body, but always bore a prominent part in im- 
pore discussions apd maintained himself with 

_it was said of Mr. Buchanan that he instine- 
tively dreaded to assume respousibility vf 
any kind. His keenest critic remarked that 
in Lhe tentative peridd of political issues assumed 
by his party, Mr. Buchanan could aiways be 
found two paces tothe rear, but in the hour of 
triumph he marched proudly tn the front rank, 
He was not giftea with Independence of self-as- 
Ssertion. His bearing toward Southern gtates- 
men Was derogatory to him as a man of spirit. 
His tone towards aduinistrations of iis own;party 
Was so deferential as almost to impiy a lack of 
seil-respect. He was not a leader amoug met. 
He was always led. He was led by Mason und 
Soule into the imprudence of signing the Ostend 
Manifesto; he was led by the Southern members 
of bis Cabinet into the mexplicable folly and 
blunder of indorsing the Lecomptou iniquity; he 
was led by disunion Senators tno the deviorable 
mistake contained in his last annual message. 
Fortunately for him he was led a mouth later by 
Black and Holt and Stavtoa to a radical change of 
his compromising position. 

If Mr. Buchanan had possessed the unconquer- 
able will of Jackson or the stubvern eourage of 
Taylor, he could have changed tie history of the 
revolt against the Union. A great opportunity 
came to bim but he was not equal to iP Aiways 
an adinirable adviser where prudence apd caution 
were the virtues required, he was fatally wantin 
in a situation which demanded prompt action an 
strong nerve, As Representative iy Congress, a8 
Senator, as Minister abroad, as seeretary of 
State, bis career was honorable and successful. 
} His life was singularly free from personal fauit oF 
short-coming. He was honest and pure-minded. 
His fame would have been more enviable if lie 

had never beeu elevaied to the Presidency,

No Fight. 


But He Makes a Desperate Attempt to 
Escape From the Lindell.

He Absolutely Refuses to Aid in Ran- 
ning Down His Accomplices--The Me- 
Fadden Case as it Now Stands and 
What is to be Done in It--The Question 


of Reward. 


Mr. Tiller is still outside the bars, owing to the 
fact that the express company is disposed to get 
all the service possible out of him before turning 
him over to the service of the State. From early 
yesterday afternoon a detail of police has been on 
duty in the corridor which skirts room No. 305 ot 
the Lintell Hotel, while within Manager Mors- 
man, Mr. Shepherd and Mr. Cohen have been en- 
gaged with Mr. Tillerin a patient endeavor to 
rectify the express company’s accounts, which 
were so badly deranged by the youth’s exploit. 
During the night the officers were two in bum- 
ber, and, seated in chairs ia front of the 
door of 305, they swapped yarns until morning, 


taking care that nobody looking like Tiller pass- 
ed out, and that nobody looking like a burglar 
passed in. This morning they were relieved by 
herculean Officer King, who counts for two men, 
and he is siili there, in imminent danger of being 
captured by some one of the pretty chambermaids 
who do there ayound. Tiller slept quite soundly 
all bight, apparentiy, and was quite frees and 
chipper this morning when Work Was resumed on 
the accounts. He is doing very material 
service, and the company’s officers expeet to 
Know by this evening the fullextent of the loss. 
Ruinor has it that the developments already made 
gO toshow thatthe money recovered does not 
make goud the total loss by a very large amount, 
but there is no coulirmation of this story trom 
the officials. The immense number sof agercies 
with which ihey must compare accounts, 
and the immense quantity of business going 
through their hands inake them very slow to give 
out auy Ssintements inyoiving totais. The leather 
trunk coutaining checks and drafts is in the room 
with the investigating eoinmilttee, aud 
ali of its papers have been carefully in- 
ventoried aud classified, 80 that the 
room presents rather the appearance of an 
auditor’s office than of a bed chamber. The

ever. Ov onday a regular campaign 
will be entered upoa jor the purpose of locating 
the room to which the plunder was taken on fts 
removal from the express office, They are In- 
clined to accept Tiller’s statement as true that it 
was he who carried the money away and that he 
made three trips. If so, then the room in which 
he deposited it must have been within three or 
four Dbieeks of the office, for had it 
been turther the trips would have 
consumed so much time that the watchman in the 
express Office would have been almost certall to 
discover his absence from the office. This theory

1t may be suggested here thatil the 
money Went Out of St. Louis in the leather truus 
in whieh the cheeks and drafts were found, it 
would not be a bad idea to let every agent on the 
C.& A. and Wabash Roads exaniine it, as It 
probably has a sufficient degree of individuality 
to secure its identification in case any of them 
bave ever seen it before and in ¢ it was 
put of at any place other than S®Chicago.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Mareh 15.—The prohibi- 
tion of American pork seems to be mueh more 
felt this year than last, Statistics just issued by 
the Treasury Department show that the exporta-, 
tions of the hog product during the first two 
months of the present year fell nearly 6,000,000 
below those for the corresponding time last year; 
a reduction of 33 per cent for the period hamed, 
In fresh beef, live cattle and dairy products 
there was a marked increase’ over last year.

VERY MODEST FEES. 


How it Cost $81,707 25 to Collect 
$200,000 ic Insurance Litigation, 
That the attorneys of St. Louis, at least afew 
of them, have not suffered to any great extent by 
the collapse of the late Columbia Life Insurance 
Company, was quite clearly manifested in Judge 
Thayer’s court this morning, when Myr. 
Javbn F,. Williams. Superiptendent of the In- 
surance Department of Missouri, filed 


his protest against the further payment of any 
attorney’s fees. There isa suit pending in this 
court by Messrs. Dryaen & Dryden, Pope & 
McGinness and W. L. Scott, against Win. 38. Rufe, 
late Superintendent of Insurance, lo recover 
$7,000 unpaid astorney’s fees, for services reti- 
dered the late receiver of the company, Mr. L. 
EK. Alexander. Mr. Williams states in 
bis protest that the reports and beoks of the re- 
ceiver show that $350,000 was collected by suit 
and otherwise. Of thisamount $150,000 was real- 
ized without litigation, the balance being colleet- 
ed by suit. The attorneys for the receivers have 
already been paid for their services $61,707 25, 
whica is 40 per cent of the entire amount al- 
ready realized. The policy-hoiders have received 
only $74,508 76, which leavesa total balance on 
band of about $32,000. This was turord over to 
the Insurance Department, ana by order of court

The governments of some of the German prin- 
civalities are usurping the place of societies for 
the prevention of cruelty to children, and are pet- 
tering their instractions. In Wurtemburg an or- 
der has been issued by the Minister of the Inter- 
ior instructing the police authorities that no one 
under 16 years of aye is to be permitted to dance 
in places of public amusement, except at wedding 
fetes, and ip Saxony no female singer under 21 
and no actress or dancer under 17 is allowed to 
appear in public places. 


ONE of the Bombay newspapers has been at- 
tempting to ascertain the general opinion of 
Indian Mahomedans concerning the Mahdi, It 
was learned that the more intelligent Mahome- 
dans do not believe the Soudan pretender to be 
the true Mahdi; to them he is only a masjid, or 
spiritual guide. Thetrue Mahdi, they say, will 
appear about the end of this century as a witness 
to the coming of Mahomet. There ts also an idea 
thatthe true Mahdi will be defeated thirteen 
times before victory will crown his efforts. 


ACCORDING to the latest statistical returns 
published by the French Government tha popula- 
tion of Algeria includes only 233,737 persons of 
French origin. There are, besides,of non-Mussul- 
man people about 225,609, composed of Spaniards, 
Jews, Italians, Maltese, Germans, in order, ana 
other nationalities. The Arab population in- 
creased fromtwoand a half millious in 1876 to 
three millions in 1881. 


THE extentofthe Russian crown estates may 
be imagined trom the fact that the Altai estates 
aione cover an area of over 170,000 square miles, 
about three times the size of Engiand aud Wales. 
The Nertebink estates are about «half as large. 
In the Altai estates are the gold and silver mines 
ef Bamuul, Paulov, sSmijov and Loktjepp; the 
copper foundry at Sasoum and the iron works of 
Gavrilon. Less than $500,000 were realized 
from these immense estates in 1882; while in 1883 
the income was about halfoft that sum. The 
working of the mines showed a deficit of overa 
million rubles, Owing to the difficulty of ob tain- 
ing wood and other raw material. Formerly the 
mines were worked by cenvicts, but now there is 
a large amount of labor employed under ordinary 
canditions. 


THERE was considerable mystHication on the 
part of the police and Post Office authorities in 
Paris over the disappearance of letters sent to 
foreign points, untilit was discovered that they 
were filched from the Post Qffice pillars for the 
stamps on them.

Mr. Wiliman has been a dozen or 
more years in charge of our Water Depart- 
meut, yet he persists in believing that a six-inch 
pipe Can give afulisupply of Water to a hine- 
inch pipe, and that by adding fire plugs to his 
pipes he can increase, indefinitely, the supplying 
capacity of those pipes, 80 as to meet the demauds 
of all the engines that can cateh on to them. 

He is also avowedly of the opinion that by in- 
creasing the pumping engines at the WaterWorks 
he can force Water chough into the incongruous 
distributing pipes now in ourst:eets Lo meet the 
demands of communities andemergencies which 
re quire, and are entitied to,ibree or tour foid the 
possibile capacity of those pipes. Yet recent ex- 
periments ol the Water Rates Office show that 
we have all aioug had abundant pumping capac- 
ity 1n our eng ines to meet all the lawful wants of 
the people, and that, therefore, this last engine 
contracted ior was an unnecessary 
expense, even were it not the fail 
ure Ww has proved to be, and it is 
safe to say that if the money that has been tlrown 
away upon thatengine had been devoted to the 
correction and inprovement of the pipage-plant of 
the Water Department it would have done much 
towards alleviating the dangers as wel! as the in- 
conveniences wiich of late become of such con- 
stant preseuce to our water-starved people.

An Interview With Supreme Court 
Justice Field. 

A Hard Man to {nterview, but His Ex- 
pressions of Opinion are Valuable— 
Presidential Candidates and Their 
Relative Strength—The Sapreme Court 
Bench Should be Enlarged. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Mr. Justice Field of 
the Supreme Court is one of those Democrats who 
think that their party is making a great mistake 
in making the tariff so prominent an issue just at 
this time. Mr, Field isahard man to interview. 
A life position with a life salary at $10,000 a year: & 
comfortable and in every way adelightful home 
overiooking the Capitol grounds; every comfort 
ana convenience and luxury which mosey and po- 
sition and a strong intellect can bring, naturally 
makes ope somewhat independent of the inter- 
viewer; and so to getthe viewsof Mr. Justice 
Fieid upon current political events is somewhat 
difficult.

“Tam willling to say, he answered slowly,” 
that Ithink Congress ought to be very caretul 
Low it conducts itself on the free trade policy.

There are inequalities perhaps to be re- 
moved, but I don’t think the people of this 
country will favor or consent to a sweeping tariff 
reduc.ion or a geveral free trade policy. There 
are 600,000 voters interested in keeping the manu- 
facturing indusiries of this country in sucha 
condition that they can earn a comfortabie living 
through them. We have no commercial . marine 
aud the people of this country are dependent up- 
oo other countries ‘for nothing. Wecan manu- 
ufaciure here everything that we need, audi fear 
thata policy or a platform which would look to 
large tariff reductions would be fatal to our party 
or WW any perty. Regarding the Presidential can- 
didacies, Mr. Field was even more disinclined to 
taik.

How Defaulter Dieterichs Dis- 
played iton Trying Occasions. 


Hardships Whieh Attend a Criminal 

- Career—The Story of Dieterichs’ Dis- 
covery by a Post-Dispatch Reporter— 
New Developments in the Case. 


F. J. Dietrichs. 


Owing to the press of matter and want of time 
yesterday the full history of the manner in which 
Dieterichs, the defaulting teller of the Laclede 
Bank was run down and brought to justice by « 
reporter of the Post-DISPATCH, was not given. 


The difficulties that beset the reporter who got 
the clew in his search can be fairly estimated 
from the fact tbat nobody had the slightest trace 
of the departure of Dieterichs, and 
that repeated interviews wiih the 
bank officiais had revealed only a 
‘uspicion that the fugitive was in Hot Springs, 
which proved to be entirely erroneous and mis- 
leading. One of bis bondsmen was so completely 
mystified as to think he bad fled to foreign parts, 
and on every side there were confessions of com- 
plete ignorance aud painful suspense. The length 
of time that had elapsed from the disappearance 
of the teller to the discovery of his short- 
age, precluded the probability 
oi an Immediate Capture. and the conviction was 
slowly forcing itseif upon the minds of his de- 
luded friends and Victims that he was already, or 
nearly, safe across the oceau, revelling in his 
stolen gains.

John Smith Tells the Story of His 
Martyrdom,

A Nervous Crnak Fresh From England-- 
His Prophesies Have Always Panned 
Gut--The Warning to Garfield--“J. 
N.'s”? Running Mate to Visit President 
Arthar.

New York, March 15.—‘Jehn Smith, the 
Christ,” stared out from a page of the Metropoil- 
tan Hotel register among the names of arrivals 
yesterday. The signature was written in a stiff 
English hand, and the gentleman responding to 
the cardof a correspondent for the Post-Drs- 
PATCH was English from the strong British boots 
up to the gray mutton-chop whiskers, at which he 
pulled nervously. His greeting was cordial in the 
extreme, and the bluish-gray eyes, never still for 
a moment, beamed with kindliness. He led the 
way to the parior, whieh he had to himself, and 
there, with the twiligt closing. round him, he 
told the story of his martyrdom: of his mis- 
sion upon earth. The strong brown 
hands twisted nervously at a paper, and 


nis bosom rose and fell with suppressed emotion 
as he went over the past four years of his life. 
He is above the medium height, strongly built, 
over 60 years old, has gray hair and whiskers aod 
the florid complexion peculiar to Englishmen. 
His speech was of the plainest and he used no 
words not te be found in the Bible or in “Pil- 
grim's Progress.” His anxiely seemed to be cen- 
tered upon the fate of the worid, and in referring 
to himself he spoke always in an impersonal 
manner. Thrre was & quiet assurance in his 
manner that he himself would be 
taken care of. His only care was to 
fulfill his mission upon earth, and he talked as 
easily of traveling through Egypt, Asia and South 
America as if the journey were buta step. At no 
time did his voice rise above a low conversational 
tone, and in telling of

he evinced no anger, no resentment—only a feel- 
ing of sorrow that these persons should be so un- 
consciously cruel. “Yes,” said he,in a quiet, 
weary vuice. ‘I am the Christ that is come to 
make light the dark places and to prociaim justice 
to allthe vations of the earth. From my boy- 
hood up 1 _ have seen visions, and 
have talked face to iace with the Al- 
mighty. I have tried to keep these visions to 
myself, but four years ago I was commanded to 
make public the communications that Came to my 
soul. I leased my farm and .bave traveled over 
England, Lreland, Scotland and France proelaim- 
ing justiceto the worid.. [have warned Glaa- 
stone ugain and again to change his course, and 
Wwienever be has disobeyed my communicativas 
some disaster has come to England.” 

“What were the nature of these commupica- 
trons?” 

“They were on all important subjects, political, 
religious and spirituai. They comeinto my soul, 
filling it in astrange way and giving meno rest 
untli I make them public. I am sent to teach, and 
teach I must. Twice rf have 
interfered in American affairs. 
Before Garfield’s death I warnea him to beware. 
He paid no attention to the warning, and God 
sent an angel to instill into Guiteau’s mind the 
idea of killing the President. Had Garfield heed- 
ed my warning all would bave been weil. A little 
whi.e age there Was a movement to crush out 
Mormonism. Through Gladstone I warned the 
Amertcan Government to desist. Not that Mor- 
monism is right, bat ‘iet him who is without sin 
cast the first stone.” 

“Suppose your words are unheeded?” 

“Tuen the world is doomed. America is cursed 
by her love for money, as is England. All the 
goid in the whole world would not

INFERNAL MACHINES. 


The Construction of Those Recent- 
ly Found in England.

The Material Used Undoubtedly of 
American Manufaeture--The Reporter 
asa Detective--Clews Run Down.

NEw YORK, March 15.—The infernal machine 
found in the Charing Cross Railway station, 
London, consisted of a circular alarm clock from 
which the gong had been removed. Tied by wire 
alongside the works of the clock was a small, 
flat pistol, the Darrel pointed at a cake of dyna- 
mite. The trigger of the pistol was so arranged 
that the unwinding of the spring at the hour set 
for the alarm to go off pressed the trigger and 
discharged the pistol, which was loaded with a 
small fulminate of mereury cartridge. The bul- 
let from the pistol was intended to strike a fulmi- 
nate of mercury cap an inch long by one quarter 
of an inch in diameter, in —— the 
open end of which was a fuse 


which was stuck into the dynamite cake. There 
were seven caps and fuses to guard against mis- 
fire. The clock Was an ordinary alarm clock, of 
American manufacture, but the pistol puzzled 
the voliee, who failed to find any like it in Lon- 
don. The wood had been unscrewed trom the 
stock and the pYanufacturer’s name was not on 
it. It was of 22-calibre, single shot, and its full 
length was four inches. The barrel was three 
inches. Its thickness was but a little over half 
aninch. The Remington vest pocket pistol an- 
swers this description in every re- 
spect. There is no other pistol 
of the § kind manufactured, and there 
are only a few of these made, none of which are 
stamped with the firm’s name. A reporter carried 
a picture of the infernal machine yesterday to No. 
281 Broadway, the office of Lamberson, Furman & 
Co., Remington’s New York agents. Mr. Lam- 
berson said that there was no doubt about the 
pistol having been made by the Remingtons. 
“That reminds me of something which happened 
not long ago,” Mr. Lamberson continued. ‘I 
guess it was six weeks back. A Man Calied in 
and said that be wanted 2 dozen of the 
VEST POCKET PISTOLS. 

They are not much called for and 
we did not have them in stock. 
The elerk told him that we would send to 
the factory at Ilion for them. He said ali right 
and went away.
